The  Florida  Baptist  Convention  met 
last  week  at  Gainesville.  The  attend- 
ance was  large  and  the  sessions  harmon- 
ious. The  State  Board  rei>orted  no  debt 
and  a balance  of  $621  in  the  treasury. 
The  Board  received  from  all  sources  $67,- 
043.11.  The  State  Board  laid  out  its  ap- 
propriations on  a $11,000  basis. 

Dr.  Charles  Manley,  who  was  for 
twelve  years  president  ol  Furman  l ni- 
versity,  and  now  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  Lexington,  Va.,  reports  to  The 
Baptist  Courier  that  his  Sunday  School 
gave  $100  for  the  endowment  of  the  Basil 
Manly,  Jr.,  chair  of  Sunday  School  Ped 
agogy.  Drs.  Charles  and  Basil  are  broth- 
ers of  Capt.  Jas.  Manley,  of  Winona. 
They  are  all  great  men. 

Thy  second  session  of  the  Argentine 
Baptist  Convention  was  held  at  Buenos 
Ayres  Jan.  1.  Six  churches  were  repre- 
sented by  24  messengers.  Each  church 
rejiorted  considerable  advance.  83  were 
received  by  baptism  during  the  year. 
During  the  year  the  churches  gave  $1.50 
per  memlier  to  supjKirt  the  work  in  Chile.

They 
will  have  absolutely  nothiug  to  do  with 
the  conventions  and  do  not  want  a man 
who  believes  in  the  convention  to  preach 
to  a chur<*h  that  leans  toward  gospel  mis 
sionism.

THE  MODUS  OPERANDI,  OR  THE 
WAY  IT’S  DONE.

Did  you  evijr  see  a hawk  catch  a chick- 
en T You  may!  think  he  mude  a bee  Imp 
for  it  but  he  didn’t,  not  if  that  means  a 
straight  line.  No,  he  swooped  down  an|l 
darted  at  hiip  in  a curved  line.  There 
are  two  advantages  in  that:  One  is  lip 
gets  there  quicker,  and  the  other  is  lib 
lights  on  his  feet  and  his  feet  on  the 
chicken.  If  he  went  down  in  a straight 
line  he  would  land  on  his  head.  It  can  l>j* 
shown  by  a physical  demonstration  that 
a straiglit  Puje  is  not  the  shortest  di<* 
tance  between  two  points,  that  is  meas- 
ured in  the  time  it  takes  to  get  then}. 
A marble  rolling  down  a hill  or  inclined 
plain  reaches  the  bottom  more  quickly, 
not  by  going  in  a straight  line  but  by 
rolling  down  a line  that  curves.  Bv  tliik 
means  it  acquires  momentum  and  so 
makes  more  rfcpid  progress.  It  gets  tliery 
more  quicklyj  Now  that  same  principle 
holds  in  more  things  than  marbles  nnd 
hawks.  Here’js  a young  man  who  decides 
to  be,  say  a doctor.  He  wants  to  get  es- 
tablished in  practice  and  make  the  best 
possible  doctor.  Does  he  make  a bee-- 
line for  the  medical  college?  Not  if  hif 
head’s  level.  |Ie  goes  to  Mississippi  Col- 
lege, acquired  the  momentum  that  he; 
longs  to  the  training  and  discipline  of1 
school  and  then  turns  to  medicine  with 
all  the  accumulated  advantage  and  force 
that  these  months  of  study  give.  The 
medical  colleges  are  now  coming  to  the 
point  Of  requiring  this.

But^that  is  not  what  I am  coming  at| 
When  Jesus  started  the  twelve  out  oU 
their  first  totjr  of  evangelism  he  said; 
“Go  not  into  in  way  of  the  Gentiles  and 
into  a city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  not. 
But  go  rathe|  to  the  lost  sheep  of  tlaj 
house  of  Israel.” — Mt.  10:5,  6.

You  see  the  point.  The  Master’s  purj 
pose  and  plan  was  - to  save  the  wliob} 
world,  at  lensj  that  was  his  design,  and 
he  proposed  that  the  gosjiel  should  b*j 
preached  to  the  whole  creation.  But* 
notice  the  way  he  goes  at  it.  The  en  I 
unquestionably  is  the  evangelization  of 
the  whole  world  but  he  doesn ’t  liegin  byi 
sending  the  qisciples  everywhere,  but 
first  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of 
Israel.  Don’t  think  for  a moment  tliqt 
their  sympathies  or  their  final  efforts  arej 
to  compass  anything  less  than  the  Word, 
but  the  quickest  way  to  reach  that  end  is 
by  way  of  those  in  your  own  lmrders. 
The  momentum  thus  acquired  will  carry 
us  sooner  to  our  purpose.  Now  these  rea- 
sons will  show  that  this  is  the  right 
way  to  evangdiize  the  whole  world,  andj 
indeed  the  only  vay  that  will  be  finally 
and  completely  successful. 

First,  it  was  Jesus’  way.  He  had  only 
a few  years  to  live  and  work  and  lie 
said  I am  not  pent  but  to  the  lost  sheep 
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of  I lie  house 'of  Israel.  With  few  excep- 
tions his  labors  were  confiucd  to  Pales-* 
tine,  to  the  Jews.  And  when  he  sent  out 
the  twelve  he  told  them  to  confine  their 
labors  to  their  own  countrymen.  Don’t 
make  a mistake  here,  The  end  that  lies 
on  his  heart  is  to  save  the  whole  world. 
This  cannot  be  done  by  over  looking  the 
fields  in  our  own  borders.  Anvliody  who 
undertakes  a different  method  from  his 
does  so  u|M)ti  his  own  res|H>nsibility  and 
is  answerable  to  the  1/ord  Jesus.  We  have 
his  exnniple  and  command.  Let  us  fol- 
low them.  Another  reason  for  this  meth- 
od for  making  state  missions  a necessary 
condition  to  the  suceses  of  the  world  mis- 
sions is  that  these  disciples  were  not  yet 
ready  to  propagate  a world  gospel.  In 
the  first  place  they  didn’t  know  enough. 
Their  capital  was  very  limited.  The  fun- 
damentals of  the  gospel  were  largely 
unknown  tp  them.  We  need  a generation 
fully  instructed  in  the  first  principles  of 
the  gosjiel  and  initiated  into  the  deejier 
exjieriences  of  the  grace  of  Christ.  The 
prevalence  of  ignorance  aliout  the  Rible 
and  the  things  that  accompany  salvntion 
is  appalling  in  high  places  and  low.  A 
man  doesn’t  have  to  travel  out  of  Mis- 
sissippi to  find  it.  These  |>eople  and  peo- 
ple like  these  must  lie  much  enlarged  and 
strengthened  inwardly  by  the  Spirit  that 
they  mnv  give  the  gosjiel  to  the  world. 

The  twelve  were  not  only  ignornht  but 
did  not  have  the  Christian  spirit.  The 
next  time  they  passed  through  San  aria 
they  wanted  to  call  fire  from  heaven  to 
destroy  the  inhospitable  people;  am!  the 
Master  had  to  rebuke  them:  “Ye  kiiow 
not  what  spirit  ye  are  of.  The  Sop  of 
Man  came  not  to  destroy  but  to  save 
life.”  F<ff  these  reasons  they  were  loot 
a good  sample  of  holiness,  and  the  world 
needs  not  only  to  hear  the  gos|»e,l  butlto 
have  it  shown  them  in  life.  The  greatest 
ohstncle,  according  to  the  testimony  Inf 
foreign  missionaries,  to  the  progress  pf 
the  Word  in  heathen  parts  is  the  cob 
'duct  of  men  who  go  from  Christian  conit- 
tries  but  lend  wicked  li\t*»  There  are 
two  reasons  that  the  China  inland  mis- 
sionaries have  l>een  so  marvelously  sue- 
cessful.  One  is  that  they  are  a 'finer 
type  of  Christian  mnnhood  and  woman- 
hood themselves,  undertaking  to  repre 
sent  the  fulness  of  the  gospel  of  Christ 
and  the  otlier  is  that  they  do  not  have 
degenerates  of  western  nations  to  live 
there  and  counteract  their  teaching  ands 
example.  Let  us  thank  God  that  there 
are  some  places  in  Chinn  wh^re  mission 
nries  can  go  and  foreigners  in  secular 
business  or  without  business  cannot. 

When  the  goRpel  makes  good  in  the 
homeland  it  will  become  invincible  in 
foreign  lands.  When  we  can  treat  the 
negro  with  absolute  justice  and  kind- 
ness; when  we  can  make  it  sate  for  for- 
eigners in  our  gates,  we  will  not  find  it 
so  hard  to  bring  all  the  nations  to  the 
feet  of  Jesus  and  to  know  our  God. 


Again,  we  have  got  to  evangelize  our 
own  land  and  keep  it  evangelists!  that 
there  may  be  always  nmple  force' to  sus 
tain  its  representatives  abroad.  Then*  in, 
an  old  saying  that  an  army  goes  u|s>n 
its  stomach.  1 don't  know  that  it  differs 
from  the  rest  of  the  world  in  Wat,  but 
everyl»ody  knows  that  an  army  must  In* 
kept  in  communication  with  the  com 
missary.  When  the  war  licgnii  betwwn 
Russia  and  Jupan,  the  first  move  of 
Ja|mn  wats  to  destroy  or  Inittle  up  tin* 
whole  Russian  fleet  in  the  Fault  that  the 
sen  might  be  o|k*ii  to  send  supplies  and 
recruits  across  to  Korea  and  Manchuria. 
Otherwise  they  would  have  had  no 
rhnnee  whatever.  Russia’s  failure  was 
due  largely  to  the  incomplete  coialition 
of  the  Trany  Silurian  Railway^ th*  only 
artery  for  supplying  the  army  at  the 
front.  The  conflict  for  existence  and  vie 
torj'  today  is  the  battle  of  the  budget. 
The  supplies  of  men  and  money,  of  sym- 
pathetic prayerful  supjsirt  must  come 
from  the  gosjiel  in  its  fulness  preached 
at  home.  We  have  hardly  lieguo  to  do  > 
velop  resources,  to  bring  the  forces  into 
line  for  the  conquest  of  the  world.  The 
liattle  for  world  conquest  by  the  gos|»el 
was  lost  in  the  first  centuries,  was  loWJ 
and  is  not  won  today  because  the  bands 
in  which  the  kingdom  was  first  establish^ 
ed  did  not  maintain  it  a)  home.  Paul  did 
his  work,  Well  and  many  missionaries 
after  him  and  going  to  the  regions  Is* 
yond,  but  somebody  failed  back  at  home, 
and  there  was  a fearful  eolhippe  and 
their  last  state  is  worse  than  the  first. 
Here  nt  home  are  the  reserves  for  bring 
ing  in  the  kingdom  for  the  whole  earth. 

And  then  the  man  who  professes  in 
terest  in  solids  merely  Itoonuse  they  are 
distant  may  well  question  the  genuine 
Christian  quality  of  his  motives.  It  may 
lie  easy  to  imagine  an  interest  in  some 
hody  on  tint  other  side  of  the  world  hnt 
it  is  more  likely  to  lie  genuine  and  more 
effective  for  accomplishing  its  pur]*o*o 
if  accompanied  hv  a good,  healthy,  cheer 
ful  contribution  to  state  missions.  »

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THE  LAYMEN’S  MEETING. 

The  Interdenominational  laymen’s 
Meeting,  which  had  been  largely  adver- 
tised by  local  Secretary  S.  It.  Whitten, 
materialized  splendidly  on  the  first  even 
ing  February  8th,  there  being  present  in 
the  great  Coliseum  Building  approxi- 
mately 1,500  people.  Mr.  Marcellus 
Green,  a prominent  lawyer  of  Jackson, 
presided  over  the  meeting.  l‘rof.  II.  I,. 
Whitfield,  president  of  the  I..I/&  0. 
led  the  opening  prayer,  and  Mr.  S.  K 
Whitten  local  secretary,  read  the  scrip- 
ture lesson. 

— *Mr.  Morney  Williams,  of  New  Yprk, 
chairman  of  the  New  York  Board  of 
Charities  and  Correction,  and  a promi- 
nent New  York  lawyer,  was  the  first 
speaker  whose  subject  was  The  Signifi- 
cance of  the  Laymen’s  Movement,  and 
well  did  he  set  ont  l»efore  the  great  an 
dience  its  meaning  in  words  not  soon  to 
he  forgotten. 

The  World  Field  and  its  Inviting  As 
pects  was  the  theme  of  an  able  address 
bv  Kev  Theodore  1).  Bratton,  bishop 
of  the  diocese  of  Mississippi,  of  Jackson. 

The  third  and  last  subject  of  the  even- 
ing was  America’s  World  Responsibility, 
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discussed  in  a cyclonic  manner  by  Rev. 
W.  R.  Do  by  ns,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  His 
facts  and  figures  were  really  bewilder 
ing,  but  it  was  a powerful  address  ami 
cannot  f|til  to  heighten  the  appreciation 
of  every  one  who  heard  of  our  great 
country  and  its  almost  limitless  possi 
bilities,  physical  as  well  as  religious. 

Space  (forbids  that  we  should  give  even 
samples  of  the  many  ponderous  facts 
presented  aud  emphasized  by  the  many 
speakers  of  this  great  meeting. 

Dr.  PM  ward  W.  Capen,  I’ll.  I).,  of  Bos 
ton,  Mass.,  was  the  first  shaker  for 
Tuesday  morning.  He  spoke  on  the  Call 
of  the  East,  in  stirring  words,  followed 
by  his  son,  Dr.  Samuel  B.  Capen,  of  Bos 
ton,  Mass.,  on  The  Ready  West.  Thes? 
addresses  were  complementary  to  each 
other,  one  the  call  and  the  other  the  re- 
sponse. 

Dr.  J.  T.  ILmdcrson.  of  Bristol,  Tenn., 
.Secretary  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement  of  the  Southern  Baptists,  fol- 
lowed on  The  Adequate  Missionary  Pow- 
er. This  was  one  of  the  best,  fairly 
bristling  with  suggestions  of  sound  bus 
iness  methods  and  policies. 

Dr.  M.  D.  Eubanks,  a missionary  from 
China,  spoke  to  the  edilieation  of  all  on 
The  Evangelization  of  the  World  in  this 
Generation.  He  made  it  look  like  we 
could  do  this  thing  and  moved  many  to 
cry  out:  We  will  do  it. 

Mr.  J.  Canipliell  White,  of  New  York, 
General  Secretary  of  the  laymen’s 
Movement,  being  detained  in  Memphis 
by  sickness,  had  been  slated  to  speak 
on  The  Weekly  Offering  and  the  Every 
Member  Canvass.  As  he  could  not  get 
here  he  sent  a fine  paper  which  was  read 
before  the  conveption. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Pinson,  of  Nashville,  8|>ok<» 
on  The  Organization  Needed  in  the  Ade- 
quate Missionary  Policy,  being  followed 
by  Dr.  Clay  Lilly  on  Systematic  Mission- 
ary Education.  This  was  a most  sensi 
ble  and  practical  address,  closing  the 
exercises  of  the  morning. 

The  first  speaker  in  the  afternoon  was 
our  own  B.  G.  Lowrev,  who  emphasized 
the  duty  of  liberal  giving,  meeting  the 
expectations  of  his  many  frinds.  He  was 
followed  by  Dr.  Eubanks  who  spoke  on 
the  Evangelization  of  the  World  in  this 
Generation,  emphasizing  weekly  offering 
in  prosecuting  world  wide  missions.  Dr. 
J.  T.  HendersQn,  of  Bristol,  Va.,  spoke 
on  the  great  advantage  of  enlisting  every 
man  and  women  in  the  churches.  The 
last  speaker  for  the  afternpon  was  Dr. 
Clay  Lilly,  who  spoke  very  instructively 
on  pioportionate  giving,  showing  mat  95 
jier  cent  of  all  our  gifts  nr  used  at  home 
and  onlv  5 per  cent  abroad.  At  that 
juncture  a telegram  of  greeting  was  re- 
ceived from  file  Laymen’s  Convention  in 
session  at  Memphis  and  greetings  re- 
turned by  wire  to  Memphis. 

The  first  speaker  of  Wednesday  even- 
ing was  Rev.  W.  W.  Pinson,  who  an- 
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nounced  his  subject  Missionary  Sign 
hoards.  The  next  was  a thrilling  address 
by  Rev.  Willis  R.  Hotchkiss,  who  has 
spent  fourteen  years  as  a missionary  in 
British  East  Africa,  his  theme  being 
Light  in  Darkest  Africa.  This  was  one 
of  the  greatest  addresses  of  the  meeting 
— the  speaker  was  a tinker. 

After  a very  tender  season  or  devotion- 
al exercises  conducted  by  Dr.  Lilly,  Dr. 
T.  B.  Ray,  Educational  {Secretary  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  delivered  a 
strong,  sensible  address  on  The  Reflex 
Influenc  of  Missions.  The  next  speaker 
was  Hon.  Joshua  Levering,  of  Baltimore, 
President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, who  discussed  in  a strictly  bus- 
iness way  the  question:  Will  Missions 
Bear  Investigation  f Having  been  dne  of 
the  60  laymen  who  toured  the  world  at 
their  own  expense  to  make  a thorough 
investigation,  he  declares  emphatically 
that  mission  work  will  bear  investigation 
from  a business  point  of  view. 

Dr.  Lilly  then  presented  in  a vigorous- 
way the  Bible  and  Missions.  The  World’s 
Debt  to  the  Missionary  was  then  pre- 
sented hv  Dr.  R.  W.  Patton  in  a very 
practical  and  impressive  manner. 

The  afternoon  of  Thursday  from  three 
to  five  was  given  for  denominational 
eonsuh‘ration  of  the  lines  on  which  each 
one  would  work.  Each  denomination 
met  in  one  of  its  own  churches,  the  Bap- 
tists meeting  in  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
some  200  strong.  All  the  churches  of 
Jackson  combined  are  undertaking  to 
raise  $10,000;  the  Methodists  are  under- 
taking to  raise  $3,300;  the  Baptists,  $2,- 
700;  Presbyterians,  $2,500,. and  fhe  Epis- 
copalians, $1,500.  The  Baptists  present 
from  the  State  agred  to  urge  the  envoi 
ope  system  in  rasing  money,  and  that  all 
funds  raised  for  missions  should  he  di 
vided  according  to  the  proportion  sug 
gested  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion and  ratified  by  our  State  Conven- 
tion, which  is  $2.00  for  home  missions, 
$2.50  for  State  missions,  and  ${{.00  for 
forign  missions.  Weekly  gifts  were 
strongly  urged  as  being  both  scriptural 
and  wise. 

We  must  not  fail  to  mention  Mr.  Win. 
A.  Evans,  a business  man  of  large  af- 
fairs in  Cincinnati,  who  has  left  busi- 
ness for  6 months  to  lead  the  singing  for 
these  laymen  in  their  meetngs.  He  eon 
tributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the 
meeting.  Also  justice  demands  that 
large  credit  must  he  accorded  Mr.  S.  R. 
Whitten,  the  local  secretary.  He  spared 
no  jmirts  to  .make  the  meeting  the  great 
est  success.  He  is  a great  worker.  ‘Also 
this  rejsirt  would  he  incomplete  without 
mentioning  the  name  of  Miss  Stella  Wil 
son,  Mr.  Whitten’s  untiring  stenograph 
er,  and  Miss  Myrtle  Bailey,  one  of  his 
secretaries. 

Viewed  at  a remove  of  a weok  from 
the  close  of  the  convention  it  appears 
that  there  is  no  dotibt  about  the  large 
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lienefit  the  meeting  proved  to  .Jackson 
and  to  all  those  who  attended  these 
great  meetngls.j

TO  CHURCHES  OF  YALOBUSHY

My  Dear  Brethren: 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  asked 
me  to  act  as  vice  president  of  the  board 
in  our  association.  I take  this  means  of 
addressing  a few  words  to  you.  I dis 
cover  in  referring  to  the  minutes  of  the 
association  of  Inst  year  that  we  have 
twenty-one  churches.  The  whole  assn 
ciation  gavet  to  foreign  missions  last 
year,  the  amount  of  $443.70.  Of  these 
twenty-one  churches,  ten  gave  this 
sum,  leaving  eleven  giving  nothing  at  all. 
It  strikes  me  thnt  none  of  the  churches 
giving  the  nl>ove  named  amount  nre  hurt 
by  their  generosity,  hut  it  is  a very  sail 
commentary  on  those  who  gave  nothing 
to  the  spread  pf  bur  Blessed  Redeemer's 
cause  in  the  world. 

I see  again  thnt  we  nre  asked  to  give 
to  foreign  missions  this  year  $525.  This 
makes  only  $62.30  more  than  was  given 
last  year.  Now  brethren  this  amount 
can  be  raised  as  easily  ns  falling  off  a 
log!  Who  among  us  believes  we  nre  not 
able  to  do  it?  The  question  is  nre  we 
willing  to  do  it.  I wish  to  suggest  that 
the  contributing  churches  can  do  this  as 
easy  ns  not.  T/et  the  churches  thnt  gave, 
avernffl*  an  advance  of  $0.03  and  the 
amount  asked  for  by  our  Board  will  be 
raised.  But  what  about  the  other  eleven? 
Surely  they  must  not  l»e  overlooked.  It 
would  do  them  untold  harm  not  to  have 
some  part  in  this  great  work  of  our  Lord. 
They  are  Missionary  Baptists,  they  say. 
You  tell  one  he  ir,  not  you  insult  him 
T ook  at  the  figures  and  see  what  sort  of 
Missionary  Baptists  eleven  of  our 
churches  were  last  year.  They  certainly 


were  “Onussiiyiary.”  Now  brethren, 
one  and  all.  let’s  forget  the  juist  and  all 
of  us.  every  church,  every  member,  la* 
found  in  the  contributing  rank  this  year. 

If  we  will  all  do  just  a little  U*tt»*r  we 
will  raise  ot)r  |*art,  and  go  on  beyond.

-When  I first  arrived  at  Greenville,  it 
was  aliout  midnight,  and  coining  front 
the  boat,  the  only  j|K*rson  I met  was  -i 
black  negro  boy,  with  an  old  smutty  Ian 
tern  in  his  hand.  I inquired  for  u hotel. 
“Yes,  innssn,  dat  is  what  I » here,  for.” 
lie  took  me  to  a little  old  two-story, 
'building— the  lower}  story  a saloon.  Up-  \ 
stairs  v^ere  some  poorly  kept  Iteds.  I 
bunked  up  as  soon  as  I could,  and  soon 
fell  asleep.  Next  morning  the  breakfast 
was  not  very  satisfactory,  and  as  soon  as 
I could  I walked  out  to  find  better  quar- 
ters. I had  pot  gone  far  until  I saw  a 
man  sweeping  off  the  steps  of  his  store. 

T approached  him  I ami  made  some  in- 
quiries, and  told  him  who  I was — and  he 
dropt>ed  his  liTootp,  and  grabbed  my 
hand,  and  said,  “well  our  prayer  is  heard 
ami  answered."  Iljs  name  was  St.  Clair. 
He  told  me  then  tint  he  arid  wife  and  a 
Mrs.  Nelson  had  united  in  a covenant  to 
pray  that  God  Would  send  them  a 
preacher  He  was  glad  and  took  me  im- 
mediately to  see  Sister  Nelson. 

They  insisted  that  I should  begin  a 
meeting  at  once  if  a house  could  be  se- 
cured— for  there  were  only  two  small 
church  houses  then  in  town— an  Epinco- 
palian  and  a Methodist.  We  secured  the 
Methodist  house  and.  began, a meeting 
at  once.  I w;t<  tolld  that  I was  the  first 
Baptist  preacner  that  had  ever  l>oen  in 
Greenville.  A Bra  Archer,  a Presbyte- 
rian minister,  lived  there,  hut  preached 
in  the  Methodist  house.  He  and  the 
Methodi-t  minister)  both  treated  me  very 
nicely  and  attended  the  meeting — by  the 
way  I wish  to  snyj  right  here  in  all  my 
tiftv-one  years  of  preaching  I have  never 
gone  to  a place  to  hold  a meeting  but 
that  a Methodist  preacher  had  been  there 
before  me.  Oh  the  zeal  they  have!  The 
meeting  was, a aocjcess  and  I kept  it  up 
-through  the  winter  of  1870-71,  and  on 
Raster  Sunday  in  April,  .*71, 1 and  Louis 
Ball  constituted  the  Baptist  church  at 
Greenville  with,  if  I rememl>er  right, 
njne  members.  This  church  has  devel 
oped  wonderfully,  nnd  is  now  one  of  the 
| very  host,  in  jthe  Stpte. 

In  May,  t871,  I went  over  into  Nun- 
i flower  county  to  hold  a meeting  nt  the  re- 
quest of  old  Uncle  Kit  Gillispie.  Held  -i 
fine  meeting  in  a little  chapel  on  Indian 
Bayou,  one-half  mile  of  Eureka,  now 
Indianola.  Here  we  met  with  such  sue- 
, cess  that  we  determined,  to  organize  a 
church  aj  next  meeting,  which  we  did. 
T well  remember  the  names  of  most  of 
| them:  Kit  Gilles|i#e,  Y.  C.  Green,  Willis 
1 Watson  and  wife,  and  others  whose 
names  I cannot  now  recall.  I'  remember 
after  the  organization  I baptized  quite 
a number  in  Sunflower  river,  one  of 
whom  was  Joshua  Stewart.  When  he 
• was  converted  he  was  converted  through 
^ and  through  nnd  !>ecnme  a fine  church 
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member;  he  afterwards  died  with  can- 
cer. His  wife  was  a noble  Christian 
woman.  I served  this  church  and  Green- 
ville the  year  1871,  and  preached  at  oth 
er  places  as  much  as  possible,  and  in  the 
spring  of  ’72  I moved  over  to  Sunflower 
county  and  taught  at  Fasonia  and  pas 
tored  the  church  at  Indianola  (now)  and 
in  the  summer  and  fall  constituted  two 
more  churches,  up  the  river;  one  was 
called  Olive  Branch  and  1 forget  the* 
name  of  Uie  other,  hut  well  do  I remem- 
l>er  the  names  of  some  of  the  members 
and  of  happy  times  with  them.  There 
was  Tom  I^ee  and  wife;  he  was  a jolly 
good  fellow,  and  loved  to  kill  his  deer. 
There  w.is  old  Rather  Stegler,  and  his 
two  fiohle  sonH,  Jim  nnd  Will,  and  their 
widowed  sister,  Mrs.  Lehr,  ami  Steve 
Jones.  I wonder  if  they  still  live  and 
remertd>er  this  scribe!  At  one  of  these 
meetings,  up  on  the  river,  I was  having 
n good  meeting  in  the  shade  of  some 
large  sycamore  trees  and  hud  a brother 
(then  a member  of  the  Methodist  church \ 
leading  the  singing  for  me.  Several  were 
nt  tlu*  altar  for  prayer.  I was  engaged 
in  instructing  them — all  at  once  my  sing- 
er stop|>ed,  I looked  up  to  see  the  cause. 
He  jtun|>ed  over  the  bench,  threw  his 
arms)  around  me  and  cried  out.  “I  have 
got  it  now,  I know  I have.  I’ve  got  it 
how,  glory!  This  good  brother  I bap- 
tized, afterwards  ordained  him  and  gave 
him  some  schooling;  he  still  lives  and  has 
done  a noble  work.  His  name  is  J.  R. 
Watts.

This  year  I pastored  Indian  Bayou  and 
the  two  up  the  river,  and  in  the  summer 
I organized  a church  on  Porter  Bayou, 
near  where  Shaw  now  is,  nnd  one  on 
Jones’  Bayou  near  where  Cleveland  is, 
then  a perfect  cane-break.
